pledges  of  support;  the  merchants  who 
contributed  records,  books,  plants  and 
other  premiumsjthe  volunteers  who  sat  by 
our  telephones  waiting  for  the  grey  bulb  to 
turn  red  signalling  a  caller;  the  kind  friends 
who  brought  food  in  the  middle  of  the 
night.  All  of  you  have  made  Pacifica's 
nine-year  struggle  to  begin  broadcasting  in 
the  Washington  area  worth  every  year  of 
the  wait. 

In  the  difficult  days  when  we  were  not 
on  the  air,  and  uncertain  when  we  would 
be,  many  questions  were  asked  about  our 
plans,  hopes,  expectations.  Some  wanted  to 
know  who  our  audience  would  be.  Others 
asked  whether  listeners  would  support 
jazz,  an  emphasis  on  local  programming,  a 
return  to  radio  drama,  non-slick-non-hype 
radio:  Will  the  suburbs  support  a  largely 
urban  station  with  a  large  portion  of  its 
programming  focused  on  the  black  and 
Latino  communities?  Can  the  city's  blacks 
and  Latinos  support  it  alone? 

We  always  believed  listeners  would 
support  Pacifica  Washington.  The  results 
of  our  Spring  Marathon  offer  impressive 
proof  of  a  wide  base  of  listener-sponsors. 
Those  of  you  who  were  tuned  in  to  89.3  FM 
know  that  each  day  of  the  Marathon  was 
keyed  to  a  different  theme  to  give  first- 
time  Pacifica  listeners  a  sense  of  the  wide- 
ranging    audio    magazine    that    is    WPFW. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  WPFW  did 
not  begin  its  24-hour  broadcast  sched- 
ule until  the  third  day  of  the  marathon 
after  our  chief  engineer  Sunny  Pietrafesa 
and  her  assistant  Sally  Craig  with  the 
assistance  of  a  wonderful  team  of  volun- 
teers installed  a  copper  shield  on  the  roof 


of  the  American  University  radio  station  to 
eliminate  an  interference  problem.   Though 

our  limited  budget  made  wide-scale  promo- 
tion impossible,  we  met  our  goals  of  2,000 
subscribers  and  $35,000  in  subscription 
pledges.  We  have  been  relying  on  a  word- 
of-mouth  campaign  that  seems  to  be  catch- 
ing on.  Please  tell  a  friend  to  tune  in  89.3 
FM. 

Our  arrival  on  the  Washington 
airwaves  was  heralded  as  the  end  of  a  nine- 
year  struggle;  however,  the  struggle  is  not 
over.  Getting  on  the  air  was  simply  the 
end  of  the  first  phase  of  a  much  greater 
struggle.  WPFW  is  trying,  really  trying  to 
create  a  radio  center  that  will  serve  the 
community  by  providing  programming  res- 
ponsive to  expressed  community  needs  and 
by  involving  the  community  in  the  active 
day-to-day  life  of  the  station. 

It  is  not  an  easy  task  but  we  are 
committed  to  making  the  concept  work  and 
work  well.  Our  problem  is  that  though  we 
have  over  three  hundred  volunteers  in- 
volved in  all  aspects  of  WPFW,  we  need 
more.  We  need  more  clerical  workers, 
more  typesetters,  more  experienced  board 
operators  with  FCC  third  class  licenses, 
more  reporters,  more  of  whatever  you  have 
to  offer  towards  the  endless  struggle  to 
make  WPFW  more  than  call  letters  on  a 
bumper  sticker.     Call    202-223-8520. 

By  our  timetable,  we  are  over  a  year 
and  a  half  away  from  establishing  the  base 
of  15,000  subscribers  necessary  for  total 
listener-sponsorship.  There  is  much  that 
remains  to  be  done.  Many  plans  for  new 
programs  and  expansion  of  existing  prog- 
rams must  wait  until  we  have  improved 
production  facilities.  Others  require  spec- 
ial funding  efforts  as  their  cost  is  presently 
beyond  our  means.4  "In  the  Wings,"  later  in 
this  Program  Guide,  gives  a  sense  of  some 
''of  our  future  plans.  They  reflect  the  high 
production  aims  of  WPFW  and  our  recogni- 
tion of  the  importance  of  experimentation 
with  the  forms  and  application  of  radio.

The  Spring  Marathon  gave  us  a  clearer 
sense  of  the  strength  of  our  signal.  While 
we  knew  that  with  50,000  watts  we  would 
be  heard  within  a  one  hundred  mile  radius 
of  Washington,  D.C.,  we  were  not  expect- 
ing the  calls  we  received  from  listeners  in 
Norfolk,  Harrisburg  (PA),  Philadelphia, 
Cherry  Hill  (NJ),  and  Virginia  Beach.  It  is 
nice  to  know  that  people  are  listening  so 
far  away 

Although  the  funds  raised  by  the  Mara- 
thon will  not  meet  all  of  our  operating 
costs,  when  combined  with  other  grants  and 
gifts,  it  will  provide  over  one-third  of  what 
WPFW  needs  until  our  next  major  Marathon 
in  October  1977.  We  welcome  listener 
suggestions  of  how  we  might  improve  our 
on-air  appeal  for  funds.  Any  and  all  ideas 
are  welcome. 

In  the  meantime, 
listen  to  our  present 
patient  with  our  occasional  rough  edges. 
Many  of  us  have  never  worked  in  radio,  our 
equipment  is  not  state  of  the  art,  our 
experiments  don't  always  work.  But 
sometimes  there  are  moments  when  it  all 
works—  moments  when  it  is  perfectly  clear 
that  but  for  Pacifica  Radio  it  would  not 
have  happened. 

We  believe  there  can  be  more  of  those 
precious  moments.  More  historic  jazz 
broadcasts  like  our  twenty-nine  hour  salute 
to  Duke  Ellington  on  his  birthday;  more 
days  devoted  to  the  history  of  labor  move- 
ments in  America;  more  Native  American 
days;  more  live  local  music;  more  bilingual 
programs;  more  in-depth  news  and  public 
affairs  features  on  the  problems  and  con- 
cerns of  urban  and  suburban  citizens;  more 
radio  drama  and  radio  humor.  More 
warmth.  What  Pacifica  Washington  has 
done  in  the  past  three  months  is  a  small 
beginning  of  what  we  hope  will  grow  into  a 
great  volunteer  effort  to  build  a  comm- 
unity radio  center.
